TWO ANIMALS KILLED, ONfc OF WHICH 


WAS BADLY AFFECTED BY THE DISEASE 


Muj P Bradford, of Turner Centre, for 


some time has noticed that one of bis cows 
seemed to be ailing 
After a while she be- 


gan to cough a little 


He studied the symptoms and from what 


he had read from time to time concerning 
the disease, he decided It was tuberculosis 
He reported the case to Dr Bailey who 
went up Friday, and after a brief examin- 
ation, pronounced it a plain rase of the 
above disease 


This cow was killed and the lungs ex- 


amined, and It proved to be as the doctor 
predicted 
The lungs were completely 


filled v ith tubercles— a yellowish, opaque 
matter — near the point of suppuration, In 
fact, the cow had thrown up small quanti- 
ties of It In some of her coughing fits 


The liver wus also affected. Dr Bailey 


said that It was seldom the case where the 
temperature of the animal was nearly nor- 
mal as In this case, that the disease was 
present 
All the other signs of the dis- 


ease were present. A large number of the 
prominent stock raiders, and those Interest- 
ed In dairying, were present and witnessed 
the examination.
